She advised she has always been 
employed there during the daytime and her hours are 6 a.m. 
to 4 p.ta. She 'atated she has never worked at nights or 
in the ev€5nings at this bar. She advised she has never 
meen LEE ILARVEY OSWALD in the pjist. She has never heard 
irom anyone else at the bar that LEE HARVEY OSWALD had 
uver been there alone or with anyone lelse. She has never 
heard that anyone who had ever been seen in the presence 
of LEE HARVEY OSWALD had been in the bar or that anyone 
that the FBI was seeking and who had been in company with 
OSV;iLLD had ever been in the Habana Bar. In short she 
claims she had no knowledge whatsoever concerning OSVDILD 
or anyone who was allegedly in the presence of OSWALD. 

ARMANDA JARVIS advised that she was naturalized

After observing these 
photographs she was unable to identify any of the persons 
depicted there and advised that she does not recall ever 
seeing any such persons previously f 
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
